WITH PEACHES 


Peach Pie 
Rub through a sieve enough peelted 
peaches to make a pint of pulp and 
add a dozen chopped almonds, Mix 
with four cups of thin syrup and 
freeze, adding the unbeaten white ot 
an egg if desired. 
Peach Tart 


For each large peach allow one 
tablespoon sugar and one tablespoor 
water. Fill baking dish with sliced 
peaches, add sugar and water. Cover 
with pie crust bake in moderate 
oven about thirty minutes. Serve 
hot with cream. 

Peach Snow 

Rub through a sieve enough ripe, 
skinned peaches to make a cupful 
Add half a package af gelatine which 
has been soaked and dissolved, the 
juice and grated rind of a lemon, a 
pinch of salt, and a few drops of 
vanilla, when cool, but not set, fold 
in the stiffly beaten whites of three 
eggs. Mold chill, and serve with 
whipped cream or custard. 

Peach Dumplings 

These may be made of. biscuit 
dough or of rich piecrust rolled into 
rounds six inches across. Pinch the 
edges into cup shape. Arrange in a 
baking pan and put a peeled peach 
in the center of each. Sprinkle with 
sugar and dot with butter, then bake 
in a hot oven. 

Peach Fritters 

Make a paste of half a cup of 
melted butter, half a cup or more 
of flour, a tablespoon of orange 
juice, a pinch of salt, the whites of 
two eggs beaten to a stiff froth, and 
a little of water or milk. Dip peeled 
and quartered peaches into the bat- 
ter, fry in deep fat, drain, roll in 


powdered sugar and serve.

Beef a la ‘Mode: Take a thick short 
piece of rump steak weighing ahout

fat bacon, and tie into shape. Place 
it in a large saucepan, and a cup 
of cold water, and salt and pepper 
to taste. Bring it to the boil. Serve 
five or six young <@rrots and peel 
four or five onions. When the con- 
tents of your saucepan are boiling, 
put in the carrots, onions, three or 
four cloves, and a bunch of herbs. 
Let this simmer very gently for 
three hours, then place the meat and
